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CARTOONS AND COMMENTS. 


A ih City of New York takes a new start this Spring, in some of the 
most important of her municipal affairs. She has a new excise law, 
and this and her other laws, new and old, will be enforced by a new super- 
intendent of police, who has already marked the beginning of his rule by 
a complete rearrangement of his official staff. Moreover, what seems to 
be a practicable scheme for the reorganization of the street-cleaning depart- 
ment has been adopted, and while it is far from being adequate for the 
needs of the great city, it certainly gives some promise of improvement 
and growth in the right direction. The department of public parks has 
just undergone a drastic Spring investigation; and, altogether, the atmos- 
phere of the town seems just at present to be big with possibilities of 
reform and improvement. The realization of those possibilities depends 
partly upon the city officials, partly upon the newspapers, and partly upon 
the citizens themselves. 

This last truth is one that can not be too strenuously insisted upon 
and brought home to the mind of every voter. And yet there are few 
truths that New Yorkers more readily lose sight of. It sounds like an 
extravagant assertion, but we doubt if there is another city in the world 
where the doctrine of the individual responsibility of the citizen for the 
general conduct of the government is so little taught and so ill com- 
prehended. One essentially bad and foolish idea has gained a danger- 
ously firm lodgement in the New York intellect —that it is possible to 
delegate authority, pay the bills, and leave a city government to run itself 
in the right way. And until this notion is laid at rest forever, no move- 
ment for the bettering of municipal government can have any but a 
partial and temporary success. 

+ . * 

For it must be frankly said that if New York has often been un- 
fortunate in her rulers, she has been equally unfortunate in a different 
way in her reformers— who are far, far too often men whose practical 
usefulness is grotesquely out of proportion to the loftiness of their aims. 
These reformers injure reform more than they help it. In the public 
mind they associate the cause in which they labor with the idea of defeat 
and failure. Their disappointments and discouragements dishcarten their 
own supporters; and their repeated failures bring about a general belief 
that success is not to be hoped for. Confident in the rectitude of their 
intentions, they fail to see the mischief which their practice works, and to 
understand the wide difference which exists between wanting to do good 
and being able to do good —between meaning well and doing well.

Real reform will never be possible in this municipality until a number 
of worthy and energetic people learn once for all that men can not be 
reformers by just wanting to, any more than they can be singers or artists 
or soldiers without inborn capacity or intelligent training for this, that 
or the other kind of work. It will be hard to convince them of the 
truth of this. They seem to have an idea that the business of poli- 
tics offers an exception to all the rules of common sense and natural 
law; and the absurdity of this idea never seems to dawn upon 
them. You can make your reformer understand that he would not 
serve the cause of music by appearing in public and singing out 
of tune in an unpleasant voice; you'can make him see that some- 
thing more than physical courage and a patriotic heart goes to 
the making of a successful general, but you can not make him 
understand that the man who would lead men, mold the opinion of 
his fellows, and shape the course of public government, must have 
certain natural qualifications and certain acquired experience —that 
he must have, for instance, tact, knowledge of the world, under- 
standing of human nature, the habit of dealing with men, besides 
the power of inspiring and holding confidence — and that if he has 
none of these things, but on the contrary has traits of character and 
manners that irritate and repel those to whom he addresses himself, 
his honest enthusiasm will not keep him from doing evil service to his 
cause, however just it may be.

It is not that the men who have made themselves conspicuous in what 
they call the work of reform, in New York, are fools or ignoramuses. But 
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they are, as a class, singularly unpractical and inexperienced persons; and 
the very refinement and purity of their quiet lives set them apart from 
their fellow men. They know no world except the small and exclusive 
one in which they live —a world of books and delicate social pleasures, 
of gentle manners, of well-established ideals, of untempted nobility of 
purpose and of facile spiritual growth. They have neither sympathy with 
nor understanding of the rough, uncouth, work-a-day world at their doors — 
the world of hcnest, common-place folk who live as they must, not as they 
will; whose spiritual sustenance may be unbolted, like the flour that makes 
their daily bread, and yet be none the worse for that. These two worlds 
are pretty sharply separated, no matter how near they may lie to each 
other, and it is no easy thing for the people of one to deal with the people 
of the other. And when the child of New York’s higher culture gets out 
into the crowd that makes the majority on election day, he is generally as 
much out of place as a sister of charity in a foot-ball scrimmage. 
* 
* + 

Hence comes the exceeding impracticability of most of what is called 
the work of reform in New York. Pick up any one of the papers which 
are advocating purity in municipal politics, and note the tactful, persuasive, 
convincing way in which the true reformer goes about the work. Observe 
that what he wants he demands in the name of ‘all decent people,” and 
that he in-iriably speaks of himself as the ‘‘ better element.” Remark 
the language which he employs to characterize his opponents. If he calls 
them nothing worse than thieves, cowards, rascals, scoundrels, plotters, 
conspirators and semi-criminal ruffians, illiterate and degraded into the 
bargain — why, they are doing uncommonly well. Note these things, 
and ask yourself if this is the way to move men’s minds to a belief in the 
dignity, purity and sincerity of any cause whatever. And, remembering 
that it is after such fashion that reform has for many years been sought in 
New York, ask yourself if it is not wonderful that any cause should have 
vitality enough to survive such injudicious advocacy. Of course it is easy 
enough to understand the reason of this vehemence and extravagance of 
language. When a truth is clear as daylight to a man, it is hard for him 
to understand that his neighbor may honestly fail to see it as he does — 
for, indeed, this is one of the hardest lessons that life has to teach us. 
But still it is a lesson which every man must learn who would do work in 
and for the world. And it ought not to be very difficult to master the plain 
fact that you can’t do much toward convincing a man of his error by call- 
him a dolt or a dishonest fellow; and not until this fact is mastered by the 
men who stand for reform in New York City, will it be possible to establish 
a thoroughly healthy and rational relation between even the best municipal 
government and the people who support it.
